Ar Prague they arc in tear, and labour both day and nightia the Tren- 
ches,the Jews themſelves muſt help to it,and the Schollers and Citizens 
kcep the walls; the City of Molaick, which lyes 4 leagues from Prague, 
the Swedes have pillaged and forſaken again, and brought from thence 
oreat ſtore of proviſionto Leutmaritz and Lawaſttts, and fromthence 
commanded 5 000 men towards Tabor, Rudolfs and Bydweis.

In theſe parts lye now few Swediſh Souldiers, they are all gone into 
Bohemia. Laft Wedneſday went from hence 600 Muſquetiers, intend- 
ing to ſurpriſe at Weiſſenfels,the Duke of Saxon Lawenburg , but being 
the ſaid Duke had retired with his Regiment out of the Cicy into the 
Caſtle, they were forced to return back again,with the loſſe of 40 dead 
and wounded.

An Extratt of a Letter from Bafel,the 28 of May, the 7 of Iunt, 

The 230f May , 4 of June, Duke Bernhard of Weymar, with 400 
horſmen, marchcd ſecretly from Bryſſack towards the Lake of Con- 
ſtance,and ſurpriſed about Lindaw divers Imperiall quarters,and the 27 
of May,came back againto Lauffenburg with above 1000 horſes, which 
he had obtained of the Imperialiſts ; His Highnes is now comming back 
again into the-French County, to draw together His troops, and to un. | 
dertake his great march,it is thought,that he will firſt aſſault the City of 
Salines, which City,as alſo the Ciry of Beſanſon, being they ſee that all 
paſſages towards Switzerland are cut off from them, offer now to come 
to a compoſition; but the city of S. Claude, beingit would neither ſwear 
tothe French King, nor contribute to His Highneſle, Duke Bernhard of 
Weymar, and mcreover, kept ſecret correſpondenreyrith the Enemy, 
was fired by the Weymariſh and burned down to thE&ground, together , 
with a great partof the Abby. 
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
